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The Enbbath for the Laboring Classes,
IT may be thought that the “Sunday ques-
tion” should be canvassed only in the pulpit,
It is, indeed, a question for the pulplt, for
the Church 18 concernod. But it ia likewlse
a question for the press, for the world is con-
cerned.  In urgiog the claims of the Sabbat',
it should be remembered that there were, by
God’s direct, appoin®ment, three great para-
disaieal Institutions, and that the Sabbath was
ono of them, The ficst o order is labor. The
second is rest on the holy SBabbath, ‘The third
is matrimony. Theso are the three essentinl
conditions of human exlatence. [ a man
will not work, neither shall he eat. 1f a man
Ggo mnot rest in the midst of his
Inbors, he will soon rest atogether lrom
s Inbore; and if he neither marry
nor aré given in marriage, the race will be-
come extinet. Nosane man will argue that
all things wou'!d go on prosperously If the
wheels of human indastry should stop; nor
can we get many out of a mad-house who
would defend the sbolition of murriage. How,
then, is it, that so many deny, if not in worls,
yet in practice, the obligations of that other in-
stitution of Heaven which lles betwaen the
two, detended, it would seeem, by both, be-
cause more sacred than they ? How can men
fall down and worship withoat any hypodrisy
two of the divinities of Paradise, and refuse
even ordinary respect to the most God-like of
the three?

Before man fell, and sin
earth; beforo the brothers
quarrelled about raligion, and a brother’s
blood erled to heaven for vengeance [(rom
between the very horns of the altir—anterior
to all this, in an stmosphere of perfect holl-
ness, while God was yet svending * the cool
of the day” in Paradise, walking as friend
with friend in company with its earthly lord
—before the serpent atung our mother—ivas
the Sabbath an institution of earth, And ns
it was before all religicns which have so long
blessed or cursed maukind, so shall it remain
after all religions but the one that is troe
ghall have been swept away. ‘L'ype ol what is
indestructible, whatsoever clse of earth may
be lost in ths lapse of age:, the Sabbath shail
remain forever.

The first idea of o Sabbath, is that of resc,
Just as certa’n as the huge wheels and mas-
sive bars of a machine will wear and tear
each other into destruction, il not repaired
byj the mechanic and lubricated by o, will
man, with all s exquisite proportions, wear
down to premature death, il not refreshed
with sufficient and peciodie rest. Above all
men living the working man should be jealous
of the Sabbath, The rich muy spend hall the
summer in travel, at the springs, or by the
gea-side. But the laboreris ever at the wheel,
and such is the scantiness of reward for his
toil and the greediness of many masters who
employ him, that i God did not legislate for
him, and in spite of himself and his task-mas-
ters command him to rest one day in seven,
he would not live hall his days, but would
die, at once slave, drudge, and suicide. The
Sabbath is the workingman's jubilee, It is
his great day of equality, Six duys menseck
their level as before each other. On the Sab-
bath they are equal or unequal as belore God!
Yea, the veriest menial chalned to the wheel,
may, on that day, raise his head in the pride
of an august ancestry and noble destiny, and
tell his cruel captors, “I am nobler than you
all, He onlyis a freeman whom the truth
malkes free, and all besides are slaves.”

We have often been struck with the advan-
tages of the Sabbath to the working classes,
not only physically, but morally and intellec-
tually. It is for the interest of the rich and
the independent that those who do their work
should be good citizens. They'are the thews
and sinews of humanity, They have minds as
well as bands. Divine Providence has often
honored them asa class, BeNJsaMIN FRANK-
LIN was & unit in their sum. And we generally
find that when God has got some great work
to accomplish--when He waunts a man to
arrest the lightuine flash, or to be an apostle
ol the Cross, He chooses from among the con-
it would seem, that genius is not the heritage
gregation ol the poorto show to His creatures,
of riches, or the birth-right of princes, hut
His own peculiar gitt,” The BSabbath is
the workingman’s “learned leisure.” 1Tt Is
his “grove” and bis “porch.” The Church is
his great academy ol sciences—above all, of
the science of eternal life. The pulpit is hid
stronghold and defense, and when we consider
that in this land there are ten thousand
preachers of every grade, and color, and
neme, plying their strength, and bringing
forth the results of the reading and study of
the week—nay, of their whole lives—every
Sabbath day-—when we consider this, we are
overwhelmed with a sense of the condition to
which our couutry would be degraded with-
out such appliances, and rejolce and give
thanks that one day in seven the doors of the
temple/of Mammon are shut and the gates of
the housesjof God are open.

Looked at in its bearings on the natlonal
1ife, our Babbath must be more than mere ces-
satlon from ordinary occupation. There
must be contemplation as well s rest, We
cannot, we should not permit our Christian
Sabbath to be superseded by the saturnalis of

the Continental Sundny. The idea that
lelsure can have any other purpose than
amusement and dissipation—that man can
exhibit any tokens of reverence for a Being
bigher than himself—must not be let die out
of the public mind. Philadelphia must not
become, like Paris, the capital of snicide. We
must learn to rest oursolves. We must elothe
us with the stability and power of reposs, and
then impart a certain concentration, coolnesa
and compactness to our intellectunl and prac-
tical energy, and preserve to us such a health-
ful, natural tone of feeling, that simple plea-
sures shall re(ain their power to gratify the
heart and fill up the measure of our dosire,
If our pen were as the flaming sword which
turned every way to guard the Tree of Life.
we would make it flash the brightest and cut
the 'deepost In the defonse of our holy Sabbath.

The French Athelsts presumed to alter the
laws of heaven, and decreed that France
should have a Sabbath once in ten days, As
well might they have commanded the sum-
mer to smile upon the earth once in ten thou-
gand years—nas casily could OANUTE make
the tide o baclk as could any man or monarch
alter with Impunity the regulations of the
Almighty, France tried two experiments as
volque s awful, She tried to do without a
God, and to do wichout His Sabbath, She
could do neither. France must have a Geod,
thouzh she does not worship Him, and she
must have a Sabbaih, though she degrade
hersel” in desecrating it,

Shall we have a day of rest? Man and
wom n—the very beasts of the fleld—the
vory earth Itscli—the Church, the nation—
all vo'ces melt inlo the all-mighty yea! We
snnll have o Sabbath. It is like some lovely
but lonely island, cut off from the great conti-
pent of Time, around which swells and roars
the ever restless “sea of troubles,” and from
which man may behoeld the “better land,”
“where there is no sea,” and where “there
shall be no night,” and where “the weary are
at rest.”

Cornplanter and our siate Legislature,
IT would seem that our worthy represonta-
tives at Harrisbyrg are suffecing from a mild
attack of CorNPLAN rizi upon the brain.

any just claim existe, such as is spoken of in
